They also send 
out oceans of speeches, but they 
have to pay the cost of having their 
speeches printed, so they piece out 
with documents, which are free. 

It is a matter of official record 
that one from Missouri 
sent a whole carload of mail bags 
at one to his district. Most 


of the bags were filled with old 
documents, many of m obsolete. 
MAIL BAGS ED UP. 


It is a common sight to pass 
through the halls of the office build- 
ing and see mail bags by the dozen 
piled in high heaps in front of the 
door of some Congressman who is 
sending a few oratorical favors to 
his district. 

In the hearing of the annual pro- 
test against this wastage, a peculiar 
little grab was disclosed this year. 

It appears that every Congress 
man is allowed $125 for stationery.

HELD BY REBELS. 


At the time of writing this the! 
rebels still hold the power plant. 
the four courts, containing one of 
the best libraries in Dublin, the post- 
office, several © warehouses 
and a whole block in the main 
street, where they ingeniously bored 
their way through adjoining walls, 
making an inner passage to the 
end block. They collected stores, 
laying in a supply of provisions for 
a long resistance. 

Most of yesterday's fighting was 
done here and in Sackville street. 
Boxes, barrels and bales of hemp 
or cotton as well as sandbags were 
used as barricades along the con- 
tested section of the city.

It must be re- 
membered that the Sinn Feiners 
differ from ordinary rioters, as they 
are playing the part of traitors. 
which accounts for their desperate 
fighting. Briefly the growth of the 
Sinn Feiners, which is Gaelic for 
“ourselves alone,“ dates from 1907. 
For six years it remained quiet but 
in 1913, during the time of the Dub- 
lin strike, Casement organized the 
National Volunteers. The Sinn 
Feiners got control and opposed the 
official party under John Redmond, 
Joe Develin, Redmond’s lieutenant, 
by swamping the orgenization with 
low members, got control of the 
governing body. The Sinn Feiners 
seceded, forming the Irish Volun- 
teers in opposition to the national- 
ists. 


The former @rilled publicly with 
dummy rifies, and gradually getting 
guns and ammunition surreptitiously 
with the object of fighting the U- 
stermen. Since the war began the 
Sinn Feiners have shown sympathy 
for Belgium but thev anounced that 
they would not enlist until home 
rule was in force. here. Germany, 
which has been disappointed at the 
failure of Ireland to rebel early in 
the war, has done everything in her 
power to finance and equip the 
Feiners. The Feiners are believed 
to have assisted Germany in ob- 
taining submarine supplies here. 
They have committed a long series 
of crimes, but the government 
thought that they at least would 
remain loyal till the end of the 
war and adopted a conciliatory and 
forgiving attitude. The uprising 
has the advantage of separating the 
sheep from the goats and giving 
the government an opportunity to 
punish all traitors, whereas many 
would have escaped if a move had 
been made befbre the _ rebellion 
started,

12,000,000 to leave! Fifty yards 
of placid limbo, Empress in a dream 
court—then clear consciousness 
amid the German army! . 

Strangest of all is this—the ef- 
fects of Von Schmitz’s “discovery” 
ha begun to disclose themselves 
befSre their cause had happened! 
The German army came, with heal- 
ing in its wings, in August, 1914, 
but already, in February, 1914, when 
the German army was only getting 
ready to invade Belgium, hopeful 
news that Carlotta might get well 
was already peeping coyly into the 
American and European press! 

One such article was based on 
statements of a Dutch Dr. Cevse.

Once, in 1879. “she had 
three days of almost perfect lucid- 
ity.” and “the doctors predicted that 
she would quickly recover,” but aft- 
erwards “she became more insane 
than before.” 


HER BAD YEARS. 

There were years when she never 
mentioned Mexico. Of late “she has 
gun to.ramble semi-coherently of 
Mexico, mentions Queretaro, and 
talks of the shooting of Maximilian 
as if she had been in Mexico at 
the time.“ Her hasty voyage to Eu- 
rope in 1866 to implore aid for her 
husband, “seems to have been for- 
gotten.” “Some days she imagines 
she is still in Mexico, and gives 
court orders. On other days she 
uses the phrase, ‘Since I left Mex- 
ico." “She is, apparently, under the 
impression that the events of 1867 
are recent history.” One day lately 
she mentioned the names of Esco- 
bedo, Lopez, Miramon, Juarez and 
other Mexicans of that time. and 
Bazaine, the French commander. 
She plays the piano and violin for 
hours daily. 

Voila! 

She is half sane, she is three- 
quarter sane, and may soon be able 
to make testamentary disposition of 
her $12,000,000 “as she wishes.” 
Hum, hum! It is all Belgian money. 
The Prince de Ligne is her guardian; 
but of course, she cannot see him. 
If she dies insane her millions will 
go between the daughters of the late 
King Leopold of Belgium and the 
children of her other brother, the 
Count of Flanders, including the 
present King Albert.

Every- 
body's sympathy for the blooming 
bride of Maximilian, starting on her 
high career to “give good govern- 
ment to Mexico,” sa innocent. un- 
practical and unsuspecting of the 
coming tragedy, will be enlisted for 
the dazed and aged dame with a 
$12,000,000 will to make. She must 
make that will! Dr. Ceyse refers to 
it pointedly in his “analysis.” . . 

Those letters touch our hearts. 

From Chapultepec, June 26, 1864, 
Carlotta wrote to her grandma, the 
saintly Queen Marie-Amelie of Bel- 


gium: 
“My well-beloved, dear grand-

“Dearest grandmamma, .they are 
so good to us! Never did I hear so 
much hurrahing, even in dear Bel- 
gium! We risk no of danger. 
They love us, and we are sure to 
make them prosperous. I am so glad! 
The regeneration and happiness of a 
people are well worth the trip!“ 

It seemed right and natural to in- 
nocent Carlotta that President Juar- 
ez should be abandoned by his most 
trusted Heutenants and forced to 
flee to the solitudes of Northern 
Mexico. The Republican bands were 
pursued by Bazaine’s troops. 
imperial government was fully or- 
ganized. 

“Beloved grandma (wrote Car- 
lotta from Mexico City May 5. 
1865.) Max has chosen for Foreign 
affairs an eminent Mexican states- 
man who possesses the confidence 
of all parties; and we often have 
at our table former functionaries of 
Juarez. We are giving them the first 
good government they ever had; 
and the people understand it. As no- 
body ever loved them before, they 
just = ub! Ours is a noble mis- 
sion!” 


LAND “PACIFIED.” 
Shortly after she wrote that the 
land was “completely pacified.” She 


rejoiced above all in Max's (sup- 
posed) popularity. 
“Max, respected and esteemed 


from the first day. is adored at 
present! Even the Republican lead- 
ers say that, while they are not 
yet monarchists, they are ‘Maximil- 
ianiets.. We have just received three 
generals of Uraga, who fifteen days 
ago were in arms against us.” 

Later, in 1865, she imagines that 
the “entire Republican party” has 
rallied to her Maximilian, who “is 
chosing hie Cabinet from among 
their grandest intelligences.” 

“Rest-beloved grandma, nothing 
equals the enthusiasm and _  confi- 
dence of the Mexican people for 
Max,” affirmed the misguided Car- 
lotta. “I am so happy! Activity is 
eod for us. We were too young to 
remain idie. Yesterday Max and I 
strolied in the Paseo de la Viga, 
acclaimed by the hurrahs of the 
populace. In Europe, we could not 
have strolled like that without the 
police.” 

Alas, the dream did not endure! 

Had it ever been more t 
dream of self-deception? 

It is not sufficient to be young, 
kind-hearted and idle, to impose a 
European empire on America! 

A year later, on August 21, 1866, 
Carlotta, who had rushed in vain 
to Europe to implore the crowned 
heads to save, not the throne, but 
the life of her Maximilian, wrote 
this last letter to her friend, the 
Countess de Grunne: 

“Pray for me and for Mexico! I 
left things, over there, still capable 
of being arranged; but high wills 
on that side of the Atlantic have 
decreed otherwise. God will make 
us know His will.” 

The relentless and astute old In- 
dian. President Juarez, would listen 
to no pleas. Carlotta knew it. Soon, 
that sweet if misguided intelligence, 
shipwrecked in the horrors of de- 
mentia. On June 19, 1867, it was 
the tragedy of Queretaro!

This has weak- 
ened the policy of many employers 
in trustified industries, who have 
maintained unemployed armies at 
their factory gates to menace those 
employees who would better their 
conditions. A considerable percent- 
age of the unemployed have secured 
employment as a result, although 
the unemployed question 16 still 
acute among those employers who 
are determined to pay less than a 
living wage and who ignore present- 
day living standards.

that ‘after due consideration they 
will not reduce working hours in 
their respective shops.’

STRIFE AT SHIPYARDS. 


ONG BEACH, April 29.—In an 
attenſpt to force the California 
Shipbuilding Company to union- 
ize the local shipyards, where over 
$3,000,000 worth of war vessels are 
being built, forty machinists, black- 
smiths and helpers walked out of 
the plant this afternoon. Efforts to 
get the remainder of the 355 work- 
men to join the strike were unavail- 
ing. . 
Ma W. C. Foley of the yards 
declared that he would not yield to 
the demands of the men, and that 
the sign: “This is positively an open 
shop,” nailed over the door of the 
office, would remain there, and the 
policy of the company to keep the 
shop open to all workmen would not 
be changed. Mr. Foley states that 
there are men available to take the 
place of the strikers, and the work 
would go on as usual Monday. 
For weeks an organizer has been 
working among the men employed 
on the five submarines and light- 
house tender. They have been urged 
to join the union, but many have 
refused. Those actually engaged in 
the building of the war vessels have 
been working but eight hours a day, 
but the agitators have attempted to 
get the few men who are working 
nine hours to quit. 
A committee of the strikers called 
upon Manager Foley and demanded 
a straight and unequivocal recogn!- 
tion of the union, an eight-hour day 
throughout the shops, and a raise in 
machinists’ pay of 25 per cent. The

TREND’ OF CURRENT POLITICAL 
THOUGHT AND ACTION. 


By the Sentry on His Beat. 

One of the most strenuous Presi- 
dential primary campaigns ever wit- 
nessed in California closed last night 
and the voters are anxiously wait- 
ing for the result, which should be 
known early next Tuesday evening. 
With no opposition in the Demo- 
cratic or Progressive parties and the 
Socialists and Prohibitionists having 
no ticket in the field, interest is cen- 
tered upon the Republican struggle. 
Unfortunately for the party it is not 
facing a choice of twenty-six out of 
fifty-two Republican candidates for 
delegates to the national convention 
because the first twenty-six names on 
the Republican ballot.are not Repub- 
licans. They are masquerading as 
such but the prefix “United” has 
placed them in the despised hyphen- 
ated category and removed them 
from the realm of true Republican- 
ism. As a result it would seem that 
the last twenty-six nominees, start- 
ing with Bordwell and qnding with 
Chapman, being the only loyal Re- 
publicans on the Republican ballot, 
should win in a walk. There is notb- 
ing so dear to the political heart of 
a Republican as his party and he 
naturally resents any attempt to dis- 
rupt it. That the first twenty-six 
candidates have been placed on the 
ticket for no other purpose is unde- 
niable and the only possible chance 
they have of hoodwinking the voters 
lies in their hope that Mr. and Mrs. 
Voter have not been educated as to 
the difference between a “United” 
hyphenated candidate and a straight 
Republican. The Republican regis- 
tration in California exceeds that of 
both the Progressives and “Not 
stateds,” many of whom are expected 
to align. themselves with the re- 
actionary faction. This being true 
there is only one conclusion if the 
Republicans will go to the polls. It is 
not believed that the “Uniteds” will 
draw any particular strength from 
the rank and file of the Republican 
party. They are depending upon the 
disgruntled politicians and those who 
refused to state their party affilia- 
tions upon registering. In Los An- 
geles city and county, the total Re- 
publican registration is 116,068, Pro- 
gressives, 14,124 and “not stated,” 
Political experts figure that 
forty per cent. of the Republican 
registration will vote next Tuesday 
while less than thirty per cent. of 
the Progressives and not stateds” 
will go to the polls. This true and 
the line being so sharply drawn be- 
tween the Uniteds“ and Republicans 
the form chart shes an overwhelm- 
ing victory for the G.O.P, vee 

Many wagers have been made dur- 
ing the past week, with the sup- 
porters of the “United” ticket tak- 
ing the short end of all bets. The 
ratio has been approximately two 
to one’ upon the square issue between 
the two tickets. Few of the 
“United” sympathizers, however, 
have had the temerity to as much as 
express hope for the success of their 
entire ticket, feeling safe only in 
betting that some of their candi- 
dates will win. A prominent politi- 
clan, who leans toward the Repub- 
licans but who maintains he is on 
the fence, declared yesterday there 
will not be a split ticket. One or the 
other is to be victorious, he said, and 
concinded by saying that if the Re- 
publicans throughout the State fully 
realized the importance of the elec- 
tion and the real difference between 
the two tickets the straight Re- 
publican list of candidates cannot be 
defeated. 

Admitting that the worst that can 
befall the Republican party at. the 
primary would be a split ticket, 
leaders of the G.O.P. forces are high- 
ly elated and frankly assert that a 
few of the “Uniteds” if elected can 
not possibly do the party harm. That 
a delegation of Progressives attached 
to a regularly elected delegation: of 
Republicans can have no say in the 
national convention is believed cer- 
tain. Their right to sit in the con- 
vention undoubtedly will be con- 
tested and when it is shown beyond 
contradiction that they are not Re- 
publicans they will have as much 
chance to cast a vote there as any 
other Interloper, Democrat, Socialist 
or Prohibitionist. 

One of the most fatal of all the 
attempts of the “Uniteds” to bull- 
doze the voters was the method 
“by Joe Crail, 
Placed on the hyphenated ticket be- 
cause Boss Hiram was told the for- 
mer lowan could swing the 100,000 
voters from his native Mate into 
line. It happened that some of the 
100,000 grasped the meaning of the 
Cralil letter immediately and in a few 
hours a veritable hornet’s nest had 
been stirred up. Crail told the for- 
mer Iowans that the “Uniteds” will 
go to Chicago for the sole purpose of 
putting over Senator Cummins. 
But in another paragraph of the let- 
ter he said nearly all of the dele- 
gates are for Roosevelt. Just how 
two men could be nominated for the 
Presidency at the same convention 
the Iowans could not determine and 
when they realized that the letter 
was sent do them merely to secure 
their support of the “United” ticket 
they openly revolted. It was a 
boomerang that reacted to the bene- 
fit of the straight ticket. -The truth 
is that Senator Cummins has more 
of a chance with the Republican 
delegates than with the Uniteds.“

late in voting for CANDIDATES 
FOR OFFICE AT THE NEXT EN- 
SUING NOVEMBER ELECTION. 
He shall then, in an audible tone 
of voice, declare to the — 1 offi- 
cer from whom he receives his bal- 
lot, the name of such political party 
with which he intends to affiliate, 
and the clerk whose duty it is, ac- 
cording to law, to write the name 
of the elector on the poll list, shall 
also write opposite such. name the 
name of said political party with 
which the elector declares it his in- 
tention to liate. Thereupon the 
said elector shall be given the ticket 
of that political party only with 
which he thus declares himself 
affiliated, and he shall be permitted 
to vote only such ticket.” 

This section is plain enough. It 
precludes the Socialist, Democrat, 
Prohibitionist or what not from 
voting a Republican ballot or any 
other ballot unless it is that of the 
party with which he is affiliated.

CEMENT 
Is CHARTER VIOLATION, 


Riverside Company Asks Injunc- 
tion to Prevent Two Local Gov- 
ernments Transacting Mutual 
Business Without Public Notice 
and Inviting Proposals. 


That the city of Los Angeles is 
buying cement from the county to 
be used in the construction of the 
power plaht in St. John’s street in 
excess of $500, and that this is in 
violation of the provisions of the 
charter, are the allegations in the 
suit filed yesterday by the River- 


side Portland Cement Company 
against the city, the Board of Pub- 
lic Service Commissioners and other 
officials, in an attempt to enjoin the 
purchases. 

The power plant will ire ap- 
proximately 3000 barrels. e Riv- 
erside company complains that the 
city called for bids for 6000 bar- 
rels, and that after the company had 
submitted ita bid the county offered 
to furnish the cement at a less price, 
without sacks, and at a greater price 
with sacks. The Riverside compa- 
ny’s bids were $1.75 a barrel with- 
out sacks and $1.97 with sacks. The 
county’s offer was $1.66% without 
sacks and $2.06% with sacks. 

It is alleged the city rejected all 
bids and accepted the county's offer. 
It is contended that the purchase 
of cement by the city from the coun- 
ty is being made without inviting 
proposals, that additional eement 


will be demanded and that the pro- | Mei

The city yesterday filed its answer

It is the contention of the 


city, in answer to the Edison com- 


pany’s brief, that the demand of the 
Edison company for $20,000,000, as 


the price to be paid for the distrib- 


uting system, is too high and out of 


proportion with the value of the 


property and damage which might 
result to the company’s business 


through severance of the city system 
from that outside. 

In its answer, the city holds that 
damages not to exceed $500,000 
would result, and that the demand 
for $10,000,000 for separation of the 
inside and outside systems is absurd. 


It is claimed the outside business of 
the company already is separate and 


conducted apart from the business 
within the city, and the only sever- 


ance damage has to do with the 
company’s electric generating plants 


and transmission lines, of which, it 
is claimed, not to exceed 20 per cent.

Reindeer are used to some extent, 
chiefly by natives, but are thoroughly 
untrustworthy. When a reindeer 
takes it into his head to stop and 
feed or lle down, he simply does it, 
and no means has yet been discoy- 
ered to induce him to move on until

Not only is the 
whole Japanese propaganda in re- 
ligious circles under suspicion, but 
the entire case of Japan is being 
unfairly discredited. There is now a 
vigorous anti-Japanese propaganda 
under way in this country, and the 
most of these presentations, there 
tendency seems to be to take sides 
with it. 

CHINA'S FRIENDS HURT JAPAN. 


Speaking from the standpoint of 
the trend of religious interest, it ap- 
pears that the large and intricate 
and delicate oriental question is be- 
coming largely one of partisanship 
for China as against partisanship for 
Japan. The deep suspicion and fear 
and hostility which the Chinese peo- 
ple entertain toward Japan at the 
present time is shared by the Amer- 
ican missionaries in China. As these 
outnumber the missionaries in Japan 
and include some very strong and 
outspoken men in their ranks, the 
number of addresses with an anti- 
Japanese slant now being heard 
from missionary platforms is large 
and potent. If one dared classify 
American religious sentiment on the 
oriental estion today, it would be 
to say t, despite the powerful 
adherents of Japan in high places 
in the church, the preponderance of 
opinion is friendly to na and un- 
favorable to Japan. 

It would have to be added, 
straightwtty, in all fairness, that 
there is also a clear tendency to 

bandon the merely partisan atti 

de and to seek all the facts in a 
sincere effort to deal justly with 
China, Japan and America. These 
sobering times are leading church- 
men, whatever their predispositions, 
to avoid inciting prejudices and to 


promote peace and good will all 
around the horizon. 

THE EFFECT UPON INDIA. 

Little is said about the specific 
inclusion of Hindus in the new im- 
migration laws. Yet there is little 
doubt that the vigorous “young In- 
dia” party will resent this as dis- 
crimination, and will make their 
sentiments felt by American mission 
work in India. 


Complications may arise for the. 


government over the use of that 
word “Hindu.” Originally it was 
loosely used for all residents of In- 
dia. Technically, it means those of 
the Aryan race—and so would not 
include the Tamils and Telugus and 
other Dravidian peoples of South In- 
dia. Commonly, and in India itself, 
the word “Hindu” is applied to those 
of the Brahmanistic faith, in contra- 
distinction from Mohammedans and 
Christians. 

The entire situation is but one 
more illustration of the fact that the 
religious aspect of any great issue 
is the most delicate and important. 
The oriental question is going to put 
a sévere strain upon the intelligence 
and fairness and courage of the 
American churghes.

“The breaking waves dashed high 
on a stern and rock-bound coast.” 

This line from the poet’s pen ap- 
plies in the case of Venice break- 
water, the only privately-owned 
breakwater in the world, so far as 
engineering records show, which has 
just been rebuilt at heavy expense 
in preparation for further battles 


with the elements. In this case, 
however, the rock- bound“ coast was 

The rebuilding began December 27 
and was marked by a celebration 
during which a bottle of pure water 
was broken on the first stone to be 
dropped into the sea. The rebuild- 
ing consists mainly in putting in 7000 
tons of granite from the Blythe 
quarry near Riverside, and has just 
been completed. 

The heavy stones averaged eight 
tons each. The rebuilding process 
was made necessary by the constant 
action of the waves and currents of 
the ocean. The former mass of 
stones withstood the waves for ten 
years. The breakwater, which was 
originally put in by the Abbott Kin- 
ney Company, was constructed in 
1906. It was longer than the new 
one, but not so high nor so effective. 
It was 600 feet long, while the pres- 
ent one is 550 feet. It had a base of 
ninety feet and was eight feet above 
the low-water level (government 
geodetic bench mark.) The original 
construction cost $125,000, in all 
about 65,000 tons being dumped into 
the water. 


NEW FISHING PIER. 


Then ten years’ action of currents 
under water spread out the big rocks 
and created a better base for the 
breakwater than ever before. The 
present breakwater is thirty feet 
wide at the water level. The cost 
of the present contract is $27,000, 
but $16,000 of that is for the erec- 
tion of a trestle to carry the stones 
to the edge of the breakwater and 
for placing them. This heavy in- 
vestment, however, will not be lost, 
for the Kinney company plans to 
convert the trestle into a fishing pier, 
thus giving Venice what it has not 
had heretofore, an exclusive wharf 
for anglers. 

The trestle, temporarily bullt par- 
allel to the breakwater, will be re- 
moved, the tearing-down process 
now going on, but a section of the 
trestle 850 feet long, from the auto 
parking pier to the fish market at 
the end of Windward-avenue pier, 
will be given an adequate floor for a 
promenade, railings will be put 
around and lights put on the struc- 
ture for the exclusive use of fisher- 
men and those who care to watch 
the anglers. The pier will be sixteen 
feet wide and fishermen will have 
carte blanche on it. 

VALUABLE ASSET. 


Said J. B. Griffin, engineer for the 
Abbott Kinney Company: “The 
breakwater is a valuable asset, not 
only to the Abbott Kinney Company, 
but the city itself, as it protects both 
city and Kinney property, besides 
forming a protection to the ocean 
front from Windward avenue to 
Ocean Park. The theory is that it 
breaks the force of the waves, per- 
mitting the sand to be deposited.” 

The city plans to build rock groins 
of medium height to protect the 
scuth beach, though this has not yet 
been settled.

Socialistic Failure. 
ARGE LOSSES IN 
TIMBER RESERVES. 
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ALL CONCERNED. — 
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Writer Says Forestry Service 
Handles Property Worth Billions 
at Annual Loss of Millions, While 
Communities’ Income and Tax 
Totals are Seriously Cut. 


LOS ANGELES, April 28.—([To the 
Editor of The Times:] The Forestry 
Department of the United States 
has been in operation longer 
than any other branch of this so- 
clalistic conservation nonsense. 

The results can now be estimated 
with a fair amount of accuracy. 

President Harrison set aside 13,- 
400,000 acres of go-called reserves; 
creating Yellowstone Park and many 
playgrounds in the West, and at the 
time it was recognized that it was 
only for the pleasure of the people 
and to preserve natural wonders in 
nature. 

President Cleveland, being an east - 
ern Democrat, with little knowledge 
of western affairs, was fooled into 
setting aside 25,700,000 acres, under 
a plea that timber conserves water, 
which science now fully disproves. 
One of the largest reserves set aside 
by Cleveland was the White River, 
covering the lands around Trappers 
Lake in Colorado. 

This reserve really was to create 
a hunting ground, back of the Glen- 
wood Springs Hotel and the attor- 
ney for that company feels like a 
culprit every time a timber reserve 
is mentioned. He has spent thous- 
ands of dollars combatting the the- 
ory that trees conserve water, al- 
though he built up that idea to fool 
a rather dull President, knowing 
nothing of conditions In the moun- 
tains, into creating a hunting reserve 
for the pleasure of rich men vis 
ing this rather lonely Watering place. 

President McKinley set aside 7 - 
000,000 more acres, but most of the 
reservations had considered 
previously; and he personally did not 
believe in taking away from the 
people the right to acquire natural 
resources and develop them. 

But in 1901, President Roosevelt 
came into power. He was a dead 
game sport, a great hunter, a rich 
man, with every instinct of 4 second 
Caesar, favorable to a centralized 
government if he was the center. 

One of his courtiers, another rich 
man with imperial ‘instincts, bam- 
boozled Roosevelt into creating an 
imperial hunting domain in the West, 
using this conservation talk as an 
excuse, and by his subsequent 
activities In coal land withdrawal 
proved that he had personal inter- 
ests in the conservation movement. 

If Mr. Roosevelt believes anything 
he believes it like fury, and after 
Count Pinchot had published wild 
stories about only twenty years’ sup- 


States, and that the trees conserve 
water instead of using up eight gal- 
lons a. day for each forty-foot tree, | 
and that by cutting timber, climatic 
changes brought both and 
droughts, washed down mountains 
and filled up valleys—the President 
pretended to believe this fraud, and 
prepared to make a hunting preserve 
that would make the German and 
Austrian Emperors look sick and 
even make the Czar of Russia blink. 

The representatives of seven 
western States when they saw what 
was intended, rushed through a law 
to prevent withdrawals from their 
States without Congressional con- 
sent, but Roosevelt let the passed law 
lie on his desk unsigned until he 
had practically seized all the timber 
land in the West owned by the gov- 
ernment; not for use, but just to 


session. Congress should have im- 
peached him for this usurpation, but 
Roosevelt, had Congress buffaloed“ 
so completely that nothing was done. 

The result was that 148,346,924 
acres more were withdrawn and ar- 
rangements made for foresters and 
caretakers to take charge, and rules 
and regulations as strenuous as those 
governing the imperial forests of the 
European Emperors were promul- 
gated. 

It now appears that 4000 foresters, 
caretakers and keepers of the hounds 
drive everyone from the forests 
without especial permit under ey 
agreement to tell all about their busi- 
ness and obey the orders of the 
petty over-lords in charge. 

It stopped prospecting, and no min- 
ing camp has since been developed 
in a timber reserve, although in the 
mountain States these reserves cover 
80,000,000 acres of probable mineral 
ground. The regulations regarding 
control are such as favor saw-mill 
men, and timber operators, along with 
the parties holding grazing rights, 
are a powerful political factor in 
these western States and they are 
very active and naturally favor the 
powers that be.

A Fed- 
eral reserve bank will not debit a 
member bank’s reserve account 
with items forwarded for collection 
until the remittance of the member 
bank in payment of such items 
shall have had time to reach the 
Federal Reserve Bank.”

ducted by the Board ot Publie 
Works and the City Council culmi- 
nated in the fleet of Moreland 
sprinklers and flushers just approved 
and placed in regular service in this 
city. 

Various systems were inspected by 
both sanitary and efficiency experts. 
Reports were compiled and placed 
before the Council and Board of 
Public Works for consideration. 

There was only one alternative, 
and a unique plan was adhered to. 
Some of the leading commercial car 
magnates of the United States were 
consulted and, as a result, specifica- 
tions were drawn for a motor 
sprinkler and flusher embodying nu- 
merous improvements and  refine- 
ments of various systems, and in 
keeping with other motor equipment 
already installed in other depart- 
ments. 

The plans were completed and de- 
clared practical by the engineering 
department, but the construction of 
the modern sprinklers and flushers 
was still unsolved. Sealed bids were 
advertised for. The successful pli- 
cant was the one that submitted the 
Moreland product. 

Already the possibilities of the new 
street cleaners were attracting wide 
attention and their construction was 
watched with intense interest. 

Then came the official tests. Al- 
most astounding claims been 
made, but the added efficiéncy and 
economy of the initial demonstration 
made all claims look little leas than 
ridiculous. All expectations. were ex- 

ed and the big fleet of home- 
manufactured trucks was Accepted. 

The figures were drawn up on a 
comparative basis, the horse-drawn 
equipment against the trucks, and 
the results were most decisively in 
favor of the latter. 

One outfit of horse-drawn appa- 
ratus will sprinkle only five miles in 
an eight-hour day at a cost of $4.50. 
One truck will sprinkle nearly thtr-

total cost of $14.71. These figures 
show that working equal hours, each 
truck will save the city approximate- 
ly $10 every eight hours. 

The improved construction of the 
trucks eliminates all overlaping of 
the streams, and they will cover the 
same territory as the wagons even 
more efficiently with nearly 25 per 
cent. less water, which in itself is 
an important economic feature. 

Even these figures do not begin to 
show the real efficiency and economy 
of the new mothod of street clean- 
ing. At the conclusion of an eight- 
hour day the horses must necessarily 
return to the stables and there re- 
main sixteen hours. This is not the 
case with the trucks, as already they 
are being operated two shifts a day. 

In the night hours the trucks are 
being used for flushing, and in this 
department the comparative figures 
are far more clinching. It required 
six trams to flush the territory nok 
being covered by one truck.

MEADS’S EXPERIMEN 
WITH NORWALK 


LARGE number of practical 
experiments and rigid tests to 
determine the exact effect of 
stone bruises, and the proper infla- 
tion a tire should have were made 
by Roy R. Meads of the Norwalk 
Tire Company with several factory 
officials, while Meads was visiting the 
Norwalk factory in Connecticut. 

It was found that stone bruises 
are caused by the kinking of the cas- 
ing at a given point, the damage 
often cau by the car hitting a 
wedge-sha rock, a curb-stone, or 
a high car rail.
